Bimetallism In Germany— The Aus- 
trian Premier Oyer Trouble With 
.Papal Nuncio. 

London, May 10, — In complianco with 
the agreement under which the British 
men-of-war withdrew from Nicaragua, on 
condition that §75,000 demanded by Great 
Britain for tho expulsion of Consul Hatch 
bo paid in London within fifteen days, that 
amount of money was to-day convoyed into 
tho treasury of Groat Britain on behalf of 
Nioaragua by Sonor Chriaanto Me- 
dina, minister to London far Salva- 
dor, who hau aoted for Nicaragua 
London throughout the episode. 
Tho payment to-day closes tho incident 
which resulted iu tho occupation of. Corinto 
fur a week by British morinos and the float- 
ing of tho British flag over that town. That 
portion of the disputo which Groat Britain 
declined to submit to arbitration ia thue sot 
tlod. Such damages for losses to British 
subjoots in Nicaragua as are claimed by 
Great Britain to remain nnaettled will be 
submitted to arbitration. 

Tho attorney of Osoar Wilde, referring 
to rumors that his client would forfoit bis 
bail, statod to a representative of tho Asso 
elated Press todoy that Wlldo would cer- 
tainly appear for trial on Monday. Ho is at 
preaent staying at his mother's house in 
Chelsea. His hoalth is in a wretched con- 
dition, 

In Bpito of tho fact) that the Chanoellor, 
Frlnoo Hohenloho, deprecated tho matter 
tho uppor house of the Prussian diot to-day, 
by a voto of 7.3 to 33, adopted the resolution 
of Count Von Mlrbaoh in favor of steps 
b-jing taken for tho prompt settlement of 
tho currency question by an agreement as to 
internal bimetallism. 

Count Kalooky, tho Austrian Minister of 
Foroign Affairs has resigned, and the Em- 
peror has aoceptod his resignation. Tho 
Count tendered his resignation over a wook 
ago, but it was nob then accepted. The 
trouble grow out of tho utterance of Mgr. 
Agliardl, tho Papal nuncio, who denounced 
the EocleBlaBtioal law. 

Tho examination of Thomas O'Brien, tho 
notorious American bunco steerer, for the 
murder of Reed Waddle, or " Kid " 
Waddle, at the Northern railway station, 
Paris, on March 27, was held to-day. 
Waddlo was known aa the gold brick 
Bwindler, and O'Brien is said to have 
swindled Americans out of $300,000 of lato 
years. When the Magistrate asked O'Brien 
why he killed Waddlo he said : " It was 
necossary that one of us should disappear 
and I made a point of Bating firBb." 

In tho Houbo of Commons this afternoon 
Jamos F. Hogan, member for the middle 
division oi Tipperary, a well known writer 
on colonial subjects, asked if the govern- 
ment oould fnrnish any information respect- 
ing the report that negotiations for the ad- 
mission of Newfoundland into the Dominion 
of Canada had failed. The secretary of tho 
colonial offico, Mr Sydney Buxton, in re- 
ply, Baid the government was nob in a posi- 
tion to make any announcement on the sub- 
ject. 

Besaie Bellwood, a woll known musio hall 
singer, has been condemned to pay a woll 
known physloian £-10 compensation for 
attendance upon the late Marquis of Ayoa- 
bury, whilo he was living in her house, 

A St. Petersburg dispatoh saya the Journal 
of Trade and Industry reports that Russian 
koroaonc manufacturers and firms eugagod 
tho napth* industry have signed a new 
agreement for a general union to regulate 
tho export trade both oaBt and west. 

Joaoph Whlttaker, of Whittaker's Alma- 
nac, iB dead. 

Unofficial reports are to the effsob that 
Gonoral Campos has advlBod tho Spanish 
government to allow him to Institute a 
aerioa of reforms in Cuba as a means of 
bringing the rebellion to an end. Ib is 
stated that the Spanish Minister of Colonial 
Affairs has approved tho plan, and it will 
bo pub into exooution at an oarly day. An 
offer of Bottlement in order to bo acceptable 
to tho robol leadors, would havo to includo 
tho autonomy of, or home rule for Cuba, tho 
oxpendituro of tho Inoome frcm Cuban 
taxes on internal improvements instead of 
for Spanish war aDd naval expenses, 
amncBty to all engaged in the present up- 
rising and the full oxecution of tho reformB 
promisnd in 1870. 

The troops stationed at Shan Hni Kwang 
oponly rovoltcd this morning and looted 
tho city. People aro floeing. 

It ib stated ab Sb. Petersburg that, in no- 
cordanoo with arrangomonta arrived at with 
tho powrrfl, Japan will withdraw her gar- 
risons from Korea at about tho end of the 
preaent yoar. 

Tho Spanish government has orderod a 
body of 1,500 cavalry to procood immediate- 
ly to Cuba. 

Tho Brussels correspondent of the 
Standard telegraphs that by command 
of the Emperor the Chinese admiralty 
was dissolved March 24, owing to tho abjoob 
inoomp"tnnco of its officers and a deficit of 
ovor $5,000,000.

YELLOW FEVER. 

BrltlBh Artillery Stationed In St. Lncln At- 
tacked—Thirty Soldiers Already 
Dead. 

Halifax, N.S., May 1C — (Special)— 
Word which haB como from St. Lucia, Wosb 
Indios, announcing that an epidemic of yel- 
low fever has broken oub there among tho 
British artlllory, gives Hbo to tho expecta- 
tion among military men hero that tho 
Halifax batteries of Royal Artillsry will bo 
sonb there to tako tho place of tho affected 
troops, who will bo invalided to England as 
soon he possible A dispatoh from St. 
Lucia Btates that thirty soldiers havo al- 
ready died.

Ottawa, May 16 — Hon. G. E. Fostor to 
day gavo to parliament tho basis of tho an- 
gabion of Newfoundland us follows : 
(1) Canada will assume tho proeont dobb 
of Newfoundland, $8,350,000. Canada will 
aasumo an excoss of dobb over this amount- 
ing to $2,000,003 ; total, $10,350,000, or 
equal to $50 per hoad of her population of 
207,000. On the oxceaa of $2,000,000 Cana- 
la will pay intoroBb ab five por oenb. per an- 
num half yearly. 

(2.) Canada will pay as a yearly allow- 
ance to Newfoundland the following sums : 
Allowanoo for legislation, $50,000 : subsidy 
of eighty cents por hoad of hor population 
up to 400,000, whioh at tho prosont popu- 
lation of 207,000 equals $165,600; the pay- 
ments to bo made on tho population of each 
decennial census aftor union ; allowanoo for 
crown lands and rights of minerals and 
metals and timbor therein and thereon, 
$150,000; interest at 5 per cont. on $2,000,- 
000 excoBS of dobt, $100,000 ; total, $465,- 
600. 

(3.) Canada will maintain all thab class of 
services in Newfoundland whiah fall under 
the hoad of gonoral or Dominion services. 
Theeo comprise : Governor's salary, cus- 
toms, oxoise, savings banks, public workB 
(of an administration charaoter), orown 
lands, administration of justioo, post offioe, 
steamship services, marine and lighthouses, 
fisheries, penitentiaries, weights and 
measures and gaa inspection, arts, agri- 
culture and statistics, quarantine and immi- 
gration, insuranoe inapeotion, geological 
eurvoys, 

(4) Canada Is to maintain tho steamship 
aervicea, passenger and mail communication, 
in at least as effioionb a manner as ab pre- 
aent as follows : between the Mainland and 
Newfoundland, between Newfoundland and 
Greab Britain, and the coasting steam aer- 
vicea oast and west, between Labrador and 
Newfoundland. 

(5 ) In lieu of expenditure on militia in 
Newfoundland, until such time as Parlia- 
ment may deem ib necessary to introduoe a 
moro general militia Bystem, Canada will 
grant $40,000 annually towards bhe main- 
tenance of a police constabulary. The men 
to bo aB to efEolenoy, equipment and discip- 
line up to the standards approved by the 
Minister of Militia. This foroo is to be at 
the disposal of the Dominion government 
for use anywhere In Canada in aasos of gen- 
eral and Borlous emergenoy. 

St. Johns, NQd., May 16.- (Special.)— 
The terms of oonfaderatlon submitted to tho 
legislature will, undoubtedly be rejected 
when a vote is taken. So far as tho pro- 
posals go both Bides have substantially 
agreed, except as regards the completion of 
the railway and the assumption of the pub- 
lic dobt of the colony to the extent of $8,- 
500,000, and to pay Interest of five 
per oenb. on $2,000,000 more'. New- 
foundland, therefore, would have to 
shoulder the $5,000,000 required to 
finish the railroad, thus necessitating a 
yearly additional interost charge of $200,000 
more. The Intervention of the British gov- 
ernment was songht by Canada to help 
mako tho tornis satisfactory to Newfound- 
land and to pasa a moasuro settling the 
Frenoh shore question ; but England de- 
olined to intorveno, consequently Canada 
advanced her termB to tho ex- 
tent of offering $6,000 a mile to- 
wards tho unfinished portion of 
the railroad. Tho Newfoundland delegatoa 
insisted that Canada should finish the lino, 
so tho negotiations wore broken off. Appar- 
ently tho only alternative loft Newfound- 
land is to become a crown colony, becauso 
ib is impossible to meob tho obligations 
maturing at tho ond of Juno, unless financial 
assistance Is obtained abroad, which Ib con- 
sidered vory unlikely. 

London, May 16.— The Times will to- 
morrow print a dispatch from St. Johns, 
Newfoundland, which says that union with 
Canada has boen abandoned. Premier 
Whlteway is willing to accept a royal com- 
mission to examine into financos only.

Constantinople, May 16 — A note pro- 
Bonted to the Sultan by the representatives 
of the powers respecting reforms in Armenia 
comprises twenty-five closely written quarto 
pages. Among tho measures preliminary to 
tho roforms the noto demands the appoint- 
ment of a high commissioner, genoral am- 
nesty for and rcleuse of all political prison- 
ers, tho revision of certain judgments, and 
tho appointment of a commission to sib ab 
Constantinople charged with tho surveil- 
lance and application of tho reforms, and 
working in concert with tho high commis- 
sioner. Tho principal rcforniB ciemanded 
are that tho governors and vice governors of 
Van, Erzeroum, Sivas, Bltlls. Khnroat and 
Trobizondo bo Christian, or Mussulman, ac- 
cording to how tho population of those 
placeB is dividod. In any caso tho governor 
or the vice-governor is to be a Christian. 

The note also suggested that suob officials 
should first bo opproved by tho powers. In 
regard to finances, all tho taxoB are to bo 
colleoted by local and nob by state officials, 
and enough Is to bo retained before tho 
monoy ia forwarded to Constantinople to 
defray the coat of loaal administration. This 
is the 6xaot opposite to the proBonb system, 
by whioh all taxes are first sent to Constan- 
tinople, from whioh oity but little money 
returnB to Armenia. The judicial roforms 
proposed by the powers make radical changes 
in the preaent aystcm, ensure proper trials, 
the surveillance of prisons and the total 
abolition of torture, The polioo is to be 
composed equally of Turks and Christians, 
and Kurds aro still to be retained in the 
notorious Hamadian oavalry, bub they are 
not to be allowed to havo arms, except 
during drill. Finally the government is to 
strictly enforce tho laws ugainst oompulsory 
oonvorBlons to Islam. In many artioleB 
here ib is contended thab tu9 foregoing re- 
forms are quite Inadequate and thab the 
abuses complained of by tho Armenians will 
soon recommence 

The Sultan read the note of tho powers 
attentively, and his reception of ib waa not 
unfavorable. Ib is undorsbood he recog- 
nized bhabbhe proposals do nob compromise 
his sovereign rights, He had Boveral con- 
ferences with varlouB ambassadors, and In 
an audience with Baron Calico, the Austrian 
ambassador, the latter strongly urged the 
Sultan to acqulesob with the demands of 
bho Powers. The Sultan was nob offended, 
and sonb him a valuable present. His 
Majesty appoarB to counb upon the moral 
mpport of Emperor William of Germany, to 
whom he has aonb an autograph letter by 
Bertram Effendi, Under Secretary of bhe 
Bureau of Indlreob Taxablon, who started 
for Berlin last Thursday. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Departure of Ministers for Ottawa— Increased 
Acreage of Cereals— The Dominion

Winnipeg, May 16. — (Special.) — Premier 
Greenway and Abtorney-General Slfton left 
for Ottawa to-day by the C. P. R, Being 
seen ab tho station beforo they departed, 
neither gentlemen would Bpeak ab all as to 
whab ib was expeotod to do ab Ottawa. 
Premier Greenway said tho whole mabter 
was in such a shape that thero was really 
nothing for them to Bpeak on. In due time 
the matter would be presented. 

Mr. H. D. Cameron of Hamilton, who 
was Btrloken with paralysis hero on Tuesday 
is reported to he slowly improving at the 
general hospital. 

The firBt Manlboba crop report for tho 
season will be issuod on Juno 1. Ib will 
show bhab the Increased acroago this year la 
much larger than the average increase of 
pasb years. In fact fanr.era in somo parts 
of bho provlnco will find difficulty in har- 
vesting the grain if tho crop is latge. 

Peter Maoarthur, a pionoor of tho GraSB- 
mere diatrlob, is dead. 

Tho Winnipeg oouncil will drclino Hon. 
Mr. Daly's contribution of $5,000 towards 
smallpox expenses. Tho aldermen think 
tho government should contributo ab loasb 
$10,000. 

The Bishop of Caledonia passed through 
Winnipeg to-day en routo to Vancouver to 
attend the conference to select a Bishop of 
Westminster.

A HOROLOGICAL WONDER. 

Tho Complicated Time Keeping Oddity In- 
vented by » Russian Pole. 

Tho prizorwouder in tho shape of a 
clock is the invention, of u Russian Polo 
named Goldfadon. The inventor is a 
clookmakor of Warsaw and boasts that 
he worked over 2,000 days on this time 
keeping oddity. Tho clock represents a 
railway station, with waiting rooms for 
travelers, telegraph and ticket offices 
nnd ;i very pretty and natural platform, 
well lighted and having' in its center u 
flower garden and a spouting fountain. 
There aro also signal boxes, lights, 
switches, water tanks — in fact, OYOry- 
thing used in conjunction with a well 
regulated railway station. Thoro is a 
dial in tho center tower, which shows 
time at New York, Peking, Warsaw and 
London. Every quarter of an hour the 
Station begins to show signs of life. 
First all of tho little figures of telegraph 
operators begin to work their machines, 
tho head automaton going through tho 
form of sending a dispatch to tho effect 
that "the lino is clear. " Then tho door 
opens, and upon tho platform appear 
tho station master and his assistants. 
Next a long lino of little figures filo up 
to tho miniature ticket office. 

After this tho porters appear, carrying 
luggage, the bell rings, and instantly a 
miniature train dashes out of a tunnel 
and halts before tho platform of tho sta- 
tion house. While tho train is waiting a 
miniature figure tests the wheols and 
axles with n, tiny hammer, another 
pumps water into the tank of tho on- 
gine, while a third busies lurnsolf stow- 
ing away small lumps of coal in tho sil- 
vor plated tender. Thoro is ono signal 
of tho bell, whereupon tho door of the 
single coach opens, and tho littlo figures 
slide in on an almost invisible wiro, 
tho opening closing aftor them. A sec- 
ond tap of tho bell is tho signal for the 
Wheel tester, waterman and fuel carrier 
to retiro into tho station house. 

After the third signal tho whlstlo 
gives two toots, and tho train quickly 
disappears in a turrnol opposite to tho 
ono from which it emerged flvo minutes 
before. When tho train is out of sight, 
tho station master and his assistants 
leave tho platform, tho doors closo bo- 
hind thorn, and thoy all rotiro to tho 
other sido of tho station house, where, 
at the expiration of 10 minutes, thu 
train again appears, and tho passengers 
QIo out and seat themselves in tho build- 
ing preparatory to taking another trip 
around tho station honso. — St. Louis 
Republic.

The Provincial Convention Concludes 
Its Labors and Adjourns to Meet 
Next Spring: iu Westminster. 



Proceedings of Yesterday - Oilicers 
Elected to Direct the Affairs of 
the (irowlug Society. 



The Christian E jdeavorers begun their 
work yesterday with a aunriao prayer moot- 
ing at 7 o'olook, led by Mr. H. Siddall. There 
was a large attendanoo and the meeting was 
fall of interest. At 9:30 thero was a five- 
minute eong service, after which Rev. E. 6. 
Cheatnnt, of Sapperton, as chairman of the 
day, called upon Mr. F. W. Davey, of this 
city, to read hia paper on " Business 
MethodB in a Christian Endeavor Society." 

" Many religious organizAtiona aeem to 
conduct their buBlneas in a most careless 
and slipshod manner, " the paper comment- 
ed. " Tho dominant idoa often sooma to bo 
to get through the buainead aa quickly aa 
possible, regardless of consequonoea. While 
it la necessary to obsorvo certain parlia- 
mentary rules, yob wo should bo careful and 
nob lot theac rulno monopolize all our time. 
Common aonae will oaBily settlo all this. 
Tho finances should rocoive moBt careful at- 
tention. P..y aa you go, for there are few 
thlngB ao calculated to bring societies into 
diareputo as a failure to pay bills. ' ' 

Tho next matter of business waB an open 
parliament on tho "Work of tho prayer 
meeting oommltiee," oponed by Mr. Lloyd, 
of Sapperton, who brittly outlined the work 
of tho commiueo and then called for an ex- 
pression of opinion from tho delegates bb to 
whatcluBBof topics ivaBinoatdeairablo. Sovor 
al advocated the consideration of missionary 
topics at least once a month. Tho second 
point considered was leaders. The ideas 
brought out in this lino were that all should 
be called upon to load. One delegate aald 

" While experienced loaders aro valuable, 
yet some of thfl boat meetings I have ever 
attended wore led by the very weakest 
momber, for .11 felt their responaibility and 
did their beab to keep the meeting on." 

The third part was on the arrangement of 
tho meeting. Variety was the main thought 
brought out. Several spoke on tho groat 
value and importance of the muBio. The 
fourth point was the consooration service, 
actual participation boing the plan moat ad- 
vocated. 

Tho last point considerod was on prepar- 
ation for the meeting, which waB briefly 
discussed and many valuable points brought 
out. 

Rev. W. L Clay, of Sc. Andrew's church, 
Victoria, then delivered an address on tho 
" DutieB of tho Society to tho Church." 

" Christ's moBsagn to His disciples on 
leaving them woe, 1 Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every creature,' 
Baid the reverend speaker. God in His 
goodness has raised up one mcana of doing 
this in the Christian Endeavor societies. 
AVhat are the duties every particular society 
owob to its particular church '! First, obe- 
dience to the church and truo loyalty to it. 
{This point is important and should b] con- 
stantly borne In mind. Somotimua young 
people in the fullness of life and young 
Bpirit are inolined to look upon their eldera 
in the ohuroli as being too conservative and 
lacking puBh. But I assure you that as time 
passes I am inclined moro and more to look 
to them and accept their ideas, for after all 
»re they not just as muoh interested in the 
extension of Christ's kingdom, and they have 
the benefit of many years of experience. 
The seoond point is tho promise in the 
pledge where you agree to support your 
church in all her regular and inid-woek ser- 
vices, and more, you agree to do all this 
unless there 1b a good oxcuse you can give to 
your Lord and Master. This brings upon 
jou a vast responsibility, which ia both 
Bolemn and serious in its import ; and lastly, 
because all this has to do with individuals. 
Just a word to individuals. To bo able to 
do all this you must live a life that shall be 
oocaecrated to God. By oloae contact with 
Him you will be able to do all and do it 
right. Be muoh in private communion with 
God and you will be able to make your life 
a blossing to those with whom you come in 
contact." 

Tho laab morning subject was " Junior 
Work," whioh was opened with a paper by 
Miss Jessie Ulementa, of Vancouver, who 
conaidored the value of tho junior eocloty to 
the Sunday school. Tho Lookout commit- 
tee is the one that has moat of thie work in 
hand. They " look out" for absentees and 
also for new members, Young people can 
best reaoh othor young peoplo. Tho junior 
C. E. rcaohcB thoso who consider themselves 
a little too young for tho Endeavor, and a 
llttlo too old for the Sunday school. As a 
deVJloiB'of charactor this society has done 
good work. Tho time haa paaaed when peo- 
plo can aak, What good 1b tho socioty ! Now 
rathor they will Bay, " How can wo do with- 
out it?" God grant tho time may soon 
come whon every society shall have its jun- 
ior socioty helping tho ahiklron Godwani. 

Tho Bocond paper waB presented by Miaa 
Jamea, of Vancouver, on tho subject of 
"Missionary work for childron." Tho mot- 
to of the junior should bo "All at work; 
always at work." Mr. E. P. Fowstcr, of 
Vancouver, conducted an open parliament 
and written questions woro passed In and 
answored liy Kov. Dr. Clark. 

" How old must a ohild bo to unite with 
tho church ?" Question to bo decided by 
church and pBator. 

" Should juniors havo full control of thoir 
own meetings ?" As a rule yes; put tho 
responsibility on them. 

" How shall a junior socioty be startod 7" 
Why, just Btart it ; talk up tho matter ; 
givo them tho plodge and carefully oxplain 
it, and afterward start tho society with aa 
many aB havo signed tho pledge. They can 
go into the aenior Bocioty at 11 or 15 yeara 
of age. 

" Ib it right for a junior to rido a bicyolo 
or go for a walk on Sunday '!" Tho answorer 
referred to ono of thodolegates, who answered 
In tho negative 

" Should tho sonlors attend tho juniors' 
mooting?" Yos, if they tako part aud not 
cDtno simply through curiosity. 

Tho afternoon aorvloes oponod with a 
Bible reading conduotod by Mr. Goo. 
Carter, gonoral aocrotary of tho Y.M.C.A. 
Tho firat subject for consideration was " Tho 
modal buainoBs mooting illustratod," by Mr. 
W. J. White, Viotoria. With a group of 
Endoavorers Mr. White wonb through tho 
regular routino of a buainoaa mootiDg. The 
following waB tho order foilowod : 

Uovotlonal oxorciBos, ininutos of last moot* 
ing, roportB from committees, unfinished 
business, and now buainoaa. 

The quoBtlon drawer was oponod by Rev. 
Dr. Clark. 

" Thore are about two answers that will 
apply to almost all questions thab appoar on 
the Endeavor horizon," said Dr. Clark, 
" namely, do what your ohuroh and paator 
want you to, and you can't bo far out of 
tho way." 

After this profaco tho Dootor proooodod 
to answer u largo number of questions that 
had baon placed in iho box.

AGAINST THE CITY. 

Verdict Given for Payne by a Special Jury 
for Fifteen Hundred Dollars. 

Before Mr. Justice Walkom and a special 
jury tho case of Payno v. the City oame up 
for trial yoaterday. Tho plaintiff, Arthur 
Payno, claimed §10,000 damages for injuries 
recoivod by being struck by a trestle on 
Store Btroet as ho paaaod on a tram oar. On 
July 20, last year, sewering operations 
wero in progress on Store streot, and the 
plaintiff whilo on duty us a tram- 
way conductor attompted to pass 
from tho box car to tho trailer 
while going along Store street. A project- 
ing trestle guarding the excavation in the 
btreot, Btruck him aud knocked him from 
the car, injuring him badly. Tho claim waB 
that tho city was guilty of negligence in not 
having the treatlea placed properly and in 
not having proper lighta to show tho loca- 
tion. 

Tho plaintiff gave tho atory aa above, and 
waa followed by Dr. John A. Dun- 
can and Dr. FraBer, who provod that 
plaintiff's injuries included concussion of tho 
brain, severe acalp wounds and several 
broken ribs. 

Two car conductora also gave evidence as 
to tho obstruction, ono of them Baying that 
hiB coat had been brushed by it. earlier in 
the day. Thore was somo conflict of testi- 
mony as to lights being placed on ono end 
of the excavation to mark it, tho plaintiff 
and others saying that they had not seen 
any light, while for the defonce Mr. Car- 
penter and the contractor, Milby, sworn 
that a light had been placed there. 

Tho following queationa were aubmitud 
to the jury and the anBwera given : 

" Was plaintiff injurod by the trestle 
montloned in the pleadings ?" Answer, 
Yos." 

" Was the trestle erectod in a negligent 
manner prior to tho accident, and if bo waB 
tho accident due to such negligence ? " 
Answer, " Yea," 

" Waa the plaintiff guilty of contributory 
negligence, and could he havo avoided the 
aooident by tho exercise of due care 
Answer, " No. " 

' What amount of damagos, if any, la the 
plaintiff entitled to ? " Answor, " $1,500." 

Had the plaintiff a knowledge of tho 
existence and location of the treatlo before 
the accident ? " Anawer, "Of its existence 
about midday, but not of Ita location." 

Judgment was therefore given for plaintiff 
In accordance with the jury's findings, with 
all ooBts. Mr. H. D Holmoken, Q.C., and 
Mr. Aikman for plaintiff; Mr. W. J. Tay 
lor for tho defence.

Iu reply bo good enough to in- 
form me whether tho wreck is causing an 
obstruction to navigation, as tho act relat- 
ing to tho removal of wreuka only applies 
when they aro impeding, ondangoring or 
obBtructiug navigation.

GRIEF - BURDENED. 

Tho Times bemoanB the fate of the 
modern shipbuilding industry in Canada, 
and attributes ita decadonoo to the National 
Polioy. " Where," it pathotioally aBka, 
*■ are tho white-winged fleets of Yarmouth, 
Piotou, Quobeo, Maltland and Arichat ! 
The fleets have sailed never to return 
They havo vanished beneath the horizon 
forever and thistles grow in tho shipyards. 
Tho destiuction is complete. Its decadence 
began with tho National Policy, which by 
reducing foreigu trade inevitably reduced 
the merchant marine of Canada." Wo may 
say, by tho way, that the foreign trade of 
Canada has not decreased. It has Increased 
from $172,405,454 in 1878 to §247,638,620 
in 1893 ; and tho sea-going shipping has in- 
creased from 0,911,190 tons In 1870 
to 20,353,081 tons in 1S94. Alas I and 
alas ! that our neighbor should be bo 
donBely ignorant, or so hopeleaaly tricky 
and dishonest 1 The " whito-wingod fleets " 
of home-built ships have not disappeared, as 
its own columns show. But poota require a 
good deal of license, and wo aupposo 
we mnat allow tho moon-eyed ono of the 
Times the UBual ahare. 

Then our contemporary takes liberties 
nob only with facts easily ascertainable by 
writers of plain proso, but it ia a good deal 
worse than careless with regard to its dates. 
We are pleased to seo that it quotes a 
roliablo authority with regard to the ship 
building of Qneboo in Mr. Henry Fry, whose 
artiole in tho May numbsr of tho Canadian 
Gszsbte it warmly commends. Now, tho 
caroful raider of that article who haa not ei 
nntonable position to defend will find no dif- 
ficulty at all In'tracing tho decadence of the 
building of modern .ahipa to ita true cause 
and in finding out ,when that decadence 
commenced. Mr. Fry, in tho course of his 
narrative, says : " In tho sixties ship-build- 
ing revived, and In 1863 Quobeo turned out 
no less than Bixty new ships, ranging from 
1,673 to 231 tons." The vory next para- 
graph commences : " But now two groat 
revolutions in the art of shipbuilding wore 
maturing." He then goea on to ahow whut 
those two great rovolutiona were. Ho aaya : 

English ship-owners -oalized that though 
Iron ahipa wero costly at first, in the 
end they woro more economical and 
profitable than woodon ships. Lloyds gavo 
an iron ahip a twonty yoar class, and at the 
end of that timo if she had escaped ssrious 
acoldontB sho was almost as good as new, 
and in tho meantime all tho repair sho ro. 
quired was an annual coat of palut, and por- 
liupa now decks. But wooden ships oon- 
atuntly required repairs, and evory four 
years had to bo reaheathed with copper or 
yellow metal, and besides ircurrod the risk 
of dry rot. Thou came in the seventies tho 
compound onglno, which so oconotnizod fuel 
that atoamshipa woro enabled to compoto 
successfully with woodon ahipa all ovor tho 
world. 

So wa seo from our contemporary's own 
authority thab tho ciubo of tho deoadenoe 
commencod in tho "sixties" and was corn- 
plated in tho >arly " seventies." There 
waB, aa tho roador knowB, no National 
Policy in tho "aixtiea," and it was nob even 
inaugurated until tho " aovontlca " had 
nearly oxpirod. Tho improvomonta in tho 
manufacture of stool woro made in 1 877, and 
woro immediately taken advantago of by 
tho marlno architoot, for wo aro told by Mr. 
Fry that " in 1870 tho Allans built the 
Buonos Ayroan entirely of ateol, and tho 
Cunarda followod with tho groat Sorvia." 

Tho National Polioy oould not havo had 
possibly anything to do with tho revolution 
in ship building, which commenced 
in 1863, and] was consummated In 
1879. In that intorval tho Liborals woro in 
powor for flvo yoars. Did thoy do any- 
thing to holp tho doaaying shipbuilding in- 
dustry ! They oortainly did not. Discern- 
ing mon among thorn must havo soon thab 
tho woodon Bhip wbb doomod. Did thoy 
tako a single atop to roplaco it with tho 
iron or stool ship? What waa Sir Riohord 
Carbwright doing that ho did nob oomo to 
tho resono of tho ahlp-buildors of Quobeo 
and tho Maritimo Provinces t Ho could, of 



course, do nothing. He could no more 
prevent tha revolution that was in progress 
than he oould prevent the laab eclipse of the 
moon. The wooden ship, liko the hand 
loom, the stage coach and a thousand other 
useful things that had done good work in 
their day, waB passing away, to bo super- 
seded by something better_suited to the con- 
ditions of the couutry. 

Tho National Policy, as tho Timm very 
well knows, noither hi-lpod nor hindered the 
ohange. Mr. Honry Fry, whom the Timea 
cites as an authority, is nob so ineffably atu 
pid aa to attribute tho deaadonco of ship 
building to tho National Polioy. He, in 
faot, does not say one word about any Gov- 
ernment from the beginning to tho ond of 
his very interesting and inatructlvo artie'o. 
He, however, showa thab tho build- 
ing of steel ships has beon carried 
on successfully both in the United States 
and Groat Britain, and he evidently boliovea 
that it oan bo oarried on aa successfully in 
this Dominion tf Canada. And lb no doubt 
oan. Wo hopo to boo boforo vory long steel 
ships built in Viotoria shipyards — tho ateel 
mined and manufactured in British Colum- 
bia. Tho skill that could repair tho damage 
done to the Waraplto oould build a ship of 
war from keel to gunwale. Tho National 
Policy instead of preventing this consumma- 
tion ao Jevoutly to ba wishod oan, and we 
have no doubt will, hasten it. 



THE FISHERY REGULATIONS. 

Wo publish to-day a letter from tho Hon. 
Mr. Costigan, Minister of Marino and 
FishorioB, to Mr. Earlo, M.P., Informing 
the latter gentleman that changes aro to bo 
made in the law relating to tho fisheries 
and in the salmon fishing regulations to 
meet tho viowa of the oannera and othera 
interested in that vory Important induatry. 
Tho Minister truly remarks thab on many 
points the petitioners dissent but slightly 
from the law as it stands. Wo have always 
been of this opinion, and held that all differ- 
ences between the oanners and tho Depart- 
ment would bo speedily adjustod if inquirios 
wero made on tho apot by an impartial and 
capable man who was open to convio 
tion. Tho late Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries did not take long 
while ho was here last fall to seo matters in 
their true light. He found that molehills 
had boon magnified into mountains and that 
grievances had baen created where none 
really existed. 

Wo have no doubt that it was tho repre- 
sentations whloh were made by his prede- 
cessor, and tho reasonableness of tho state- 
ments and the ground taken by the oanners, 
which have caused tho Minister to recom- 
mend the change mentioned in his letter. 
We are particularly ploasod that the regu- 
lation with regard to the offal ia to bo dono 
away with. Tho rigid enforcement of the 
law in that matter would make the working 
of the cannorlos the next thing to impossible, 
and oxperienco has shown thab allowing tho 
offal to ba oarried away by the river 
has not been injurious oithor to 
tho fish in the river or to the 
health of thoeo dwelling on its banks. This 
will appear strange to many, bub this is a 
matter in which, owing to tho immense 
volume of the water of tho rivor and the 
BhorlneBB of the fiahing season, praotico ia 
at complote variance with theory. Wo trust, 
however, that the enterprlao which haa fcr 
its object the utilization of the offal will be 
completely successful, for it is a pity that 
so much good material should be allowed to 
go to waste. We believo that whon tho 
changes promised by tho Minlstor of Marino 
are effeetod, there will be little wanting to 
make tho regulations r f the Frasor rivor 
Balmon fishery peifect, and we heartily con- 
gratulato the cannere, and their friends in 
and out of Parliament, on the result of 
their exertions to bring about a Batiafuctory 
settlement. 



MISTAKEN. 



Tho Portland Oregonlan aooms to think 
that Groat Britain does not intend to carry 
out the conditions of tho Behrlng Sea award 
in good faith. Our contemporary noed bo 
under no uncertainty in tho matter. Great 
Britain will carry out all her obligations in 
that matter to the lottor. Sho will do all 
that tho award requires of her. Sho will 
not muko the failure of tho United States 
Government to fulfil the promiso which tho 
Secrotary of Stato mado in ita name a pre- 
text to rofueo to porform tho conditions of 
any agreemont that has beon mado by any 
ono authorized to act for her. Tho Bealing 
of arms on Bealing veasols seoma to havo 
been a mero temporary arrangoment, and 
ono that waa mado an excuao for putting a 
British shipowner to serious inconvenienco, 
and this, too, by tho officer of ,'a British 
oruisor. BritiBh Columbia^soalora havo no 
deeiro or intention to hunt aoals in tho close 
season. BritiBh settlors know vory well 
that if thoy got into troublo by violating 
any agreement botweon tho two nations 
thoy will reooivo noithor protootion nor con- 
sideration from tho Imporial Government. 
They will havo to Buffer tho full ponalty thoy 
may incur. 

PROFESSIONAL REMUNERATION. 

Tho Ontario Patrona look upon tho doc- 
tors with disfavor. They aoem to think 
that tho medical mon earn thoir money too 
easily and that they get too much of it. 
Tho attaoks of tho Patrons on tho medical 
profession havo led persona to inquiro Into 
tho pecuniary ciroumatanooa of tho Ontario 
dootora, and tho inquiry has naturally ex- 
tended to tho remuneration received by the 
lawyers. Tho result ia nob oncouraging to 
young men entering what aro called the 
loarned professions, Tho oaruingnof the aver- 
age doctor and lawyor aro much Binaller than 
most pooplo Imagine. Tho groater numbor 
of clergymen of all denominations aro the 
rovorso of woll paid. A Hamilton paper 
asaortu that thoro aro doctors In that am- 
bitious city who do not muko a dollar a 
day, and a Toronto law journal aaya that 



Toronto lawyers earn less than six hundred 
dollars a year on an average. The sum 
earnod by most country dootorB, who have 
what appears to bo a fair practice, is not by 
any means princely, and would be gladly ex- 
changed in many instances for a very 
modest fixed salary. The truth eeoms to be 
that tho professions are overcrowdod in all 
tho provlrees of the Dominion and in all the 
stateB of tho Groat Republic. The avrage 
man who oontemplutos entering any tf the 
professions must, lb uppoare, count upon a 
life of genteel poverty, a constant struggle 
to keep up appearances. There are prizes 
in all the professions ; but these are won by 
a comparative few. The chanoos of Brown, 
Jones or Robertson gottlng ono of them is 
very slim indeed. Is It worth while for this 
slight chance bo enter a profession already 
overorowdod when the condition c£ tbu 
great majority cf its members is one of 
oeaselos struggle to keep the wolf from the 
door 'i 



NOT DEFIANT. 



Tho Government of Manitoba are taking » 
very different coureo on the school question 
than was anticipated by many. It was gen- 
erally believed at firBt that they would 
bluntly refuso to act according to the sug- 
gestions of tho Dominion Government and 
toll the Governor Gonaral an.1 his advisors in 
official language to do their worst. The 
attitude asaumed and tho languago hold by 
Attorney-General Slfton in the oounty of 
Haldimand and in tho oity of Toronto deep- 
ened this impression. Ib then soomod aa if 
tho delay of the Manitoba Government waa 
nothing moro than formal ; that tho Govern- 
ment did not ivanb timo to consider; that 
thoy had mado up their minds, and that 
when tho Manitoba Lcgialativo Assembly 
should moefc again tho remedial order would 
be ourtly and unceremoniously rejected. 
Tho seoond adjournment waB therefore a 
surprise to moat people What la to bo the 
noxt movo ia the question asked by all who 
took an intoroab In the matter and desired 
itB peaceful and aatlifaotory settlement 
Rumora wore plontiful enough, but it was 
hard to tall whether or nob there wero any 
grounds for them. The next fact whloh tho 
public had to consider was the journey of 
Premier Greonway and Attorney-General 
Sifton to Ottawa, on the Invitation, 
it is said, of the Governor-General. 
What does this mean? Lately thore 
havo beon rumors of a compro 
mlso. The Manitobi Government, ib ia 
aaid, is willing to establish tho Ontario 
Bchooi system In Manitoba. Another 
rumor Is that tho Catholics aro to be ol 
lowed thoir schools, but they aro to bt un 
der strict Government supervision. It iB to 
bo hopod that there is truth in these reportB 
and that somo arrangement will be made 
that will make the interference of tho Fed 
oral parliament with tho educational affairs 
of Manitoba unnecessary. Conflict and 
disagreement on a question such as that 
which now agltatos Manitoba aro greatly to 
bo depreoated.

Tho following communication haa boon 
addrossed by Hon. Mr. Costlgan, Minister 
of Marino and Fisheries, to Mr. Thomas 
Earle, M.P., in reply to tho potition signed 
by tho representative oannera of tho pro- 
vince in regard to tho objoctlonablo foaturea 
of the oxiating fishery regulations : 

Ottawa, 10th May, 1895. 
Dear Mr Earle : — Tho potition aignod 
by reprosontatlve canners of British Colum- 
bia waa handod to me by Sir C. H. Tupper, 
and since its receipt, tho important points 
raised have been under the careful consider- 
ation of my officers, and 1 have had their 
roports placed before me. 

I nolo with satisfaction that in bo many 
points the petitioners dissent but slightly 
from the law au it stands. On cortaln im- 
portant points, however, alterations cf tho 
regulations are urged, In favor of whioh you 
have plaood before mo suoh weighty con- 
siderationB, that it ia my intention to take 
steps for changing tho regulations in accord- 
ance with the viewa urged by yourself and 
your oolloagueB, the Dominion members of 
parliament from British Columbia. The 
ohangoa urged involvo : 

(1) The substitution of a clause permit- 
ting the uae of nets of 7J inch moah during 
all the months of the yoar for Quinnat or 
spring salmon, for Clause 2 : 

" 2. Nets for catching Quinnat or spring 
salmon in the tidal waters of British Colum 
bia shall only be used from tho first of 
March to tho 15th day of September, both 
days Inclusive, and the meshes of such nets 
shall not be leas than 7J inches in oxtension 
measurement, and nothing shall be done to 
praotically diminish tho slzo of mesh." 

(2) Instead of Clause 3 : 
" 3. The mesh of nets for capturing 

•almon other than Quinnat or spring salmon 
in tho tidal waters shall not be lees than 5 4' 
lnchos in extension measurement, and shall 
only bo uaod between the 1st day of Jaly 
and tho 25th August, both days Inclusive, 
and botweon the 25th September and tho 
31st day of Ootober, both days Inclusive, in 
any yoar, and nothing shall bo done to practi- 
cally diminish tho sizo of the meshes." 

Thero shall bo substituted a clause allow- 
ing the ubo of neta of inch mesh, from 
July 1 to September 1, and again from Sep- 
tember 15 to Ootober 31, such neta being for 
capturing aalmon othor thon Quinnat. 

(3) Inatead of Clause 21. 
" 21. All licenses granted undor soctionB 

12, 13, 14, 15, 16 and 17 shall bo called a 
commercial license, and no nob to be used 
under any snch "commercial" license 
shall exceed in longth throe hundred yards, 
and tho foo for auch " commercial " liconte 
shall bo ten dollars ($10) 

(4) That subsection 2 of sootlon 15 of tho 
amended fiaheriea aot, chap. 51, be so al- 
torod aa to remove tho prohibition againBt 
depositing fiah offal in any water frequented 
by fiah namod in the aot. 

"2. Evory poraon who osubob or know- 
ingly porniita to paBa Into or puts or know- 
ingly permits to be put, lime, ohemioal sub- 
stancoa, or drngs, poisonous matter, dead or 
deoaying fiah, or remnants thoroof, mill rub- 
bish or sawdust, or any othor doloterious 
substances, in any water frtquented by any 
of tho kinda of fiah mentioned in this act, 
shall bo llablo for a firat offanoo to a penalty 
of twenty dollara and coats ; for tho second 
offence to a penalty not exceeding forty dol- 
lara and coatB ; and also in addition thereto 
a further penalty nob exceeding ten dollara 
for ovcry day during which Buch offonoo Ib 
continued, and for the third or subsequent 
offonco to a ponalty not exoeodlng one 
hundred dollars and costB, and also in addi- 
tion thereto a furthor ponalty rot excoeding 
twenty dollara for ovcry day during whioh 
such offence la continued. Provided always 
that, tho provisions of this section shall not 
apply until on and aftor tho 1st of May, 
1895, to tho sawmill ownora und employee 
of any sawmill Bituato on any stream which 
was wholly or partlully oxompt from the 
oporatlon of said Bub section of section fif- 
teen horoby ropoalod." 

In view of tho fact that proposals aro bo- 
foro me for throo or four fish fertilizer com- 
panics, and that ono company haa raised 
the noceasary capital, and is propared to 
deal with the fish offal on tho Fraser river, 
it will suffico for tho presont aoason to in- 
Btruob tho inspector of Ushories not to en- 
forco tho offal prohibition. 

There are other matters referred to in the 
potition whioh havo already to aomo oxtont 
boon met, viz : tho uso of Boinos in aortain 
localities and tho iioeneing of pound nets on 
the Boa coast. 

Pound nota wero pormitted laBt year in 
Boundary Bay, and I havo aanotionod the 
uso of soinea in certain localities*, whoro the 
circumstances appeared to justify it. 

Tho furthor queation of tho orootion of now 
hatohorios, the establishment of signal sta- 
tions in oonnoction with tho Sunday close 
timo, and tho investigation of tho Brit- 
ish Columbia fiaheriea undor a compo- 
tont exporb, will requiro consideration 
later, and aa a preliminary stop I have in- 
structed tho Commissioner of Fisheries to 
mako a visit with a viow to a full and thor- 
ough investigation in tho noar future. 

With rospect to tho Skoona and Northern 
rivers, I dirootod InBtruotions to bo issued to 
tho inspcotor of fisheries to 000 that the 
oxistiDg regulations regarding offal and tho 
open soason bo not enforced, so that sookoyo 
fishing la allowed thia soaaon from Juno 15, 
and tho offal may bo diapoaod of aa in boa- 
sons prior to laat yoar.

THE REMOVAL OF NAPOLEON'S BODY 
TO ItS LAST RESTING PLACE. 



Wonderful Preservation Through Nine- 
teen Years' Interment— Spectators Moved 
t-< Tears— Impressive Ceremonies ut the 
Church of the Invnlldes. 

The grave in fcho valley of Nupolcou, 
on St. Helena, as the plnco hod come to 
bo called, was surrounded by an iron 
roiling set in a heavy stone curb. Over 
the grave was a covering of C inch stone 
which admitted to a vault 1 1 feet deep, 
8 feet long and -1 feet 8 inches broad and 
was apparently filled with earth, but 
digging down some sovon feot a layer of 
Roman cement was found. This broken 
Laid boro a layer of rough hewn stone 10 
inches thick jind fastened together by 
iron clamps. It took 4 hours to remove 
this layer. The Etono up, the slab form- 
ing the lid of the interior sarcophagus 
was exposed, inclosed in a border < >f Ro- 
man cement strongly attached to the 
walls of the vault. So stoutly had all 
theso various coverings been sealed with 
cement and bound by iron bands that it 
took the largo party of workers ten 
hours to reach the coffin. 

"Tho outermost coflin was slightly in- 
jured, " says an eyewitness. "Then came 
one of lead, which was in good condition 
iind inclosed two others — one of tin and 
one of wood. Tho last coffin was lined 
inside with white satin, which, having 
become detached by the effect of time, 
had fallen upon the body and envelope 
it liko a winding sheet and had become 
slightly attached to it. 

"It is difficult to describe with what 
anxiety and emotion thoso who were 
present waited for tho moment which 
was to expose to them all that was left 
of tho Emperor Napoleon. Notwith- 
standing the singular state of preserva- 
tion of the tomb and coffins, wo could 
scarcely hope to find anything but some 
misshapen remains of the least perish- 
able part of the costume to evidence tho 
identity of the body. But when Dr. 
Qui Hard raised tho sheet of satin, an in- 
describable feeling of surprise and affec- 
tion was expressed by tho spectators, 
many of whom burst into tears. The 
emperor himself was before their eyes. 
The features of the face, though changed, 
were perfectly recognized ; the hands ex- 
tremely beautiful; his well known cos- 
tume had suffered but little, and the 
colors were easily distinguished. Tho at- 
titude itself was full of ease, and hut for 
tho fragments of satin lining which cov- 
ered, as with flue ganzo, several parts of 
tho uniform, wo might have believed 
wo still saw Napoleon lying on his bed 
of state. ' ' 

* « * * * 
' Tho climax of tho pageant in Paris 
was the temple of tho Invalides. The 
spacious church was draped in tho most 
magnificent and lavish fashion and 
adorned with a perfect bewilderment of 
imperial emblems. The light was shut 
out by hangings of violet velvet ; tripods 
blazing witli colored flames, and thou 
sands upon thousands of waxen candles 
in brilliant candelabra lighted tho tem- 
ple. Under the dome, in the place of tl 
altar, stood the catafalque which was 
to receive the coffin. 

It was ii o'clock in the afternoon when 
the archbishop of Paris, preceded by a 
splendid cross bearer, and followed by 
16 incense boys and long rows of whit* 
clad priests, left the church to meet tin 
procession. They returned soon. Pol 
lowing them was the Prince do Joinville 
and a select few from tho grand cortege 
without. In their midst Napoleon's cof- 
fin. 

The king descended from his throne 
and advanced to meet tho cortege. 
"Sire," said tho Prince do Joinvillo, "I 
present to you the body of Napoleon, 
which, in accordance with your com- 
mands, I have brought back to Fnuice. " 

"I receive it in the name of France,' 
replied Louis Philippe. 

Such at least is what the "Monitour' 
affirms was said. The Prince do Join 
ville gives a different version: "It ap 
pears that a little speech which I was to 
have delivered when I met my father, 
and also the answer he was to give me. 
had been drawn up in council, only the 
authorities had omitted to inform me 
concerning it. So when I arrived I sim- 
ply saluted with my sword, and then 
stood aside. I saw indeed that this silent 
salute, followed by retreat, had tin-own 
something out, but my father, after a 
moment's hesitation, improvised some 
appropriate sentence, and the matter 
was afterward arranged in tho 'Moni- 
teur. ' " 

Beside the kin« stood an officer, bo;ir- 
ing a cushion. On it lay the sword of 
Austorlitz. Marshal Soult handed it to 
the icing, who, turning to Bertrand, 
said: 

"General, I commission you to place 
the emperor's glorious sword on the 
bier. " 

And Bertrand, trembling with emo- 
tion, laid tho sword reverently on his 
idol's coffin. The great audience watch- 
ed tlie scene in deepest silence. The only 
sound which broke tho stillness was the 
half stilled sobs of the gray haired sol- 
diers of the Invalides, who stood in 

places of honor near the catafalque, 

The king and the procession returned 
to their palaces, ;uid then followed a 
majestic funeral mass. — Ida M. Tarbell 
in McClure's Magazine.

bia having civil jurisdiction to that amount. 

Tho provisions of tho abovo Socdon will for 
tho futuro bo strictly carried out.

Schooners "May Belle" and "Vic- 
toria" Return From the Sealing— 
Salvage From the "Mogul." 



Colonization Prospects Bright— The 
"Mary Hare" on Her New Run— 
The " Teplc " 0, K. 

Two more of tho Viotoria aoaling fleet 
readied port yeaterday morning : Mr, Wil- 
liam Munaie'a schooner May Belle, Cupt. E. 
Shielde, which arrived at 2 o'olook, and the 
Victoria, Capt. R. Balcom, which got in a 
few houra later. Noither vessel had any 
mishap, though hoth report very rough 
weather on their cruise. The Victoria's 
catch was 187 skins, and that of tho May 
Belle '2'M. Tho May Belle alao brought tho 
catoh of tho schooner Otto, numbering 2Ho 
ukins. Tho Otto, which belongs to tho 
same ownor us tho May Bolle, was spoken 
last at tho beginning of this month at Cross 
Sound, when she sturted to cruiso on the 
Copper Island coast. Neither tho Viotoria 
nor tho May liollo had mishapa with their 
boats, but the Otto reported having lost two 
canoes and four Indians in the latter part of 
April while after seal in Cross Sound. In a 
lettor to Mr. Munsie, however, Capt. MoLeod, 
of theO tto, expresses the bolief that both boats 
were picked up by othor aoalerB, as there 
were several in that vicinity. Tho four 
Indians who disappeared had expressed 
themselves as unwilling to go to tho Copper 
island ooast, so it is supposed thoy slipped 
away purposely, knowing thoy could not 
fail to bo picked up by aome othor vessel. 
Capt. Shields heard that tho Fawn had lost 
a canoe and that tho Indians on tho coast 
noar Cross Sound had secured it, bottom up, 
Bhowing that the two Indians who hud 
formed the boat's crew were most probably 
drowned. Yesterday Mr. Win. Munsie had 
a cablegram from Japan stating that the 
Arietaa had roached Hakodato oarly this 
month with 700 skina aboard, the result of 
her Japan coast calch. Tho Ainoka and the 
Beatrice, Captain William Grant's schoon- 
ers, are roportod homeward bound by yes- 
terday's arrivals, tho former with a catch of 
about 300. 

FROM Til K WEST COAST. 

The steam schooner Mischief, Captain H. 
R. Foot, last evening completed a remark- 
ably fast and ploasant trip to Quatsino and 
baok, having been absent from port but 
eight days in ail. At Quatsino tho settlers 
wero found busily engaged in the orection of 
their houses, having completed the location 
of their properties ; Rev. Mr. Gllefson, who 
went down with the Misohief to prospeot 
the land waa bo thoroughly satisfied with 
the attractions offered by Quatsino that he 
returned by the sumo steamer and left by 
the Kingston last evening for Everett to 
prepare tor taking another party of thirty 
colonists to Quatsino. Another passenger 
to Victoria by the Misohief was Captain 
MoLean of the sealing aohooner Favorite, 
the schooner that waB in company with tho 
Walter A. Earle at the time of tho lattor'a 
loss. Captain McLean corroborates all tho 
details already published of the Earle's dis- 
aster, and can add nothing more. The F a v- 
orite, which is now lying at Kyuijuot, has 
but 150 skins, and the San Jose, which is at 
Nootka, has 147. No othor sohoonera are 
now along tho coast or have rooently been 
reported. 

COLONIZATIOK IN T1IIJ NOETIC. 

Tho steamer Danube of tho C.P.N, floe t 
sailed for the North yeaterday evening with 
a full cargo and very few unoooupied state- 
rooms. Among tho passengnra was Mr. C. 
F. Illemann, whose mission ia to locate a 
home for a largo party of Danish residents. 
TheBB prospective colonists are very partic- 
ular, and although Mr. Illemann has viaiied 
Australia, South America and various other 
corners of the world, he has as yot found 
nothing to suit hla principals. Should 
Northern British Columbia prove to their 
taate upwards of 200 well-to-do coloniata 
will oomo hero at once. Rev. Father Bunoz, 
another of the Danube's prsaengors, is on a 
similar quest, hia intention being to locato 
land suitable for the establishment of a mis- 
sion colony of tho Roman Catholio church. 
Among the other pasaengera were b\ J. 
Dalby, who is to aot aa fishery inspector on 
the NaaB, John Flowin, Mrs Lawson, Mrs. 
S. A. Sponcer, Miss Hall, Misa Beeohlng, 
Mra. Lyall and family, P. Callan, P. Bon- 
ser, W. H. Bonser, T. Chbrum, T. McRob- 
bie, C. J. Lauson, Miss Marshall, Mies Nee- 
ion, Mrs. J. J. Johnstone, Misa Paul, Rev. 
Spencor, Rev. Raley, H. Kirkland, W. J. 
Quinlan and Rov. Pearce. 

TUB ENGINES WILL "UK SAVED. 

The ateamer Tacoma, which brought home 
Captain Smith and the crow of the wrecked 
tugboat Mogul, roturnod to Port Townsend 
yesterday after discharging the boaiB, fur- 
nituro and tackle of the ill-fated Bteumor, 
all of which has been saved. The water is 
now washing through the wreck but the en- 
gines and machinery will yet be saved, and 
this is a very important item. There is lit- 
tle more to bo added to tho Btory of tho 
stoamor's loss. Captain Smith ascribes 
his misfortune wholly to tho col- 
lision with tho tow, which occurred through 
tho rough weather bringing the two craft 
together while tho Mogul was running 
alongsido to rocnivo tho shoro lottors, oto. , 
from tho Darra'a master. Tho Mogul's poo- 
plo wero all paid off yoaterday.

Oppoaition ahilly 
shallying on the tariff quostion haa beon ono 
of tho marvels of Canadian politics for the 
laat ton years. The country still remem- 
bers the incidental protection involved in 
the famous Malvern apeeoh. Following 
that rjmo the endoreation of commercial 
union. Then the Wiman fad was con- 
demned for unrestricted reciprocity and now 
that that policy haB been consigned to ob- 
livion, tho oppoaition, through Sir Riohard'a 
roBolution, c»ll for a modification of the ex- 
isting tariff so that it may be made » tariff 
for revenue only. It will bo a long time, 
however, before Sir Richard Cartwright will 
be able to got rid of the preaont, policy of 
moderote protection. Since 1878, millions 
of dollars have been invested in factory 
buildings and plant in Canada, and employ- 
ment has been given to tens of thousands of 
operatives. Reading Sir Richard Cart- 
wrighi's Bpeeoh side by aide with that of 
Mr. Haggarb, who followed him, it Is not 
difficult to realize tho advantages whioh the 
country has gained through the proBent 
Liberal-Consorvativo policy. 

Within the next few days full particulars 
of tho negotiations between Canada and 
Newfoundland will be forthcoming. On 
threa different oooaslona in aa many weeks 
the opposition have eougbbto force the hand 
of the govornmont and to compel them to 
divulge information as to the 

PROGRESS OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

This action on tho part of Mr. Mills, Mr. 
Daviea and othorB is, to aay the leaet. Inde- 
cent. It ia well known that when diplo- 
matic negotiation aro in progress it is not 
in the publio interest to imparb information 
until the negotiations are concluded. The 
action of tho oppoaition 1b designed to em- 
barrass tho ministry, and Mr. Foater showed 
the true instincts of a loader in eo firmly 
deolining to accede to the opposition request. 

By the time tho Manitoba legislature 
meets again it is confidently hoped that a 
compromise will have been reached upon the 
sohool question. There are members of tho 
House of Commons who, riaing superior to 
party, recognize that unloaa a via media ia 
reached upon this troublesome question 
it may lead to a atrugglo in whioh religious 
prejudices and animoBitieB will bo roused, 
the end of which no one can foretoll. Tho 
situation ia one that calls for the exorclso of 
tho highest statesmanship. It is one in ro- 
gard to which tho party leaders may well 
lay aside political predilections and bring to 
bear upon it all tho abilities thoy posaess 
with a viow to the amicable solution of this 
great problem. Tho opposition thiB wook, 
gome of them ab least, aought to impugn tho 
action of Lieut. -Govornor Schultzin Becuring

than whom thero is no groater constitutional 
authority in Canada, with a vioiv to reach- 
ing a right conclusion in tho Bchool quoa 
tion. Both Mr. Mills and Mr. McCarthy 
admitted that tho Lieutenant Governor 
hud a rieht to obtain Dr. Bourinot'a 
opinion. Whore thoy drow the lino waa at 
His Honor publiahing that opinion to the 
world. Tho only reason whioh can be aa 
signed for this challenging of the Lieut.- 
Governor's aotion is that tho opposition aoo 
in it a poosiblo party gain for tho ministry, 
although it may be fairly asserted that 
Governor Schullz had no bucIi intention. 
It in »8Bortod that tho Govornor-Goneral has 
alao intervened with a viow to securing a 
compromiao. No ono, howovor, for a mo- 
ment will Buppoao thab His Excellency 
would do anything for either one party or 
tho other, bat that in whatovor action ho 
takeB ho would bo influonood solely for tho 
publio weal 

If Mr. Davln'B resolution in favor of 
womon'a Buffrage is again roaohod thia ses- 
sion and a division takes placo upon it, it is 
extremely unlikoly that it will be carried 
Thore are many members of tho houso who 
believe in tho emancipation of woman, 
although tho advocacy of women's rights 
would have como with moro force from some 
other person than tho membor for WeBt 
Asainiboia. It may bo that as Mr. Davin 
knows bo littlo about women, ho boing still 
a gay young bachelor, his advocacy of tho 
extension <>f tho franOhiBO was tho outcome 
of theorotioal zoal on their behalf. Tho 
speech of tho member for Woat AHslniboiu 
ovinced considerable research, although ho 
waa not up to his UBual form. It is not flat- 
tery to him to aay that thoro are few ablor 
spoakors or bottor posted mon in tho Houso 
of Commons, and whatovor aubjecb Mr, 
Davin tak^n up ho brings to boar upon it tho 
roaouraea of a woll-storod mind, tho result of 
wide reading.

Mr. Dickey's ppeooh ab the meeting of tho 
formor association, in which he admitted 
that Canada had mado a .tynd bargain in tho 
purohase of tho Martini- Me tford rifles, has 
creatod considerable talk. Hon. Mr. Patter-' 
aon had intimated as much in hiB speeoh at 
Montreal a few weeks ago, but it remained 
for tlio now Minister cf Militia to frankly 
own up that tho woapona wero not what 
had beon expected. It appears that the 
rifles had been conbtruotod from Martini 
blanks, that is the solid barrel, and bored to 
tho Mel ford size, the bullet for whioh is 
considerably Binallor than the Martini 
bulleb. conarquentlv the barrel ia heavier 
than tho ordinary Martini barrel. A differ- 
once of a pound or a pound and a half in the 
weight of a riiVj will havo an appreciable ef- 
fect upon the rifleman, and littlo wonder 
theb there havo been murmura cf dissatis- 
faction from those crack shots who havo 
had the privilego of UBirg tho now weapon. 
General Herbert, who was largely responsi- 
ble for the rifles being purchased, lost no 
opportunity of lauding them to the skies, 
bob it is evidenb from whob has transpired 
during the past few weeks that the General 
is not iil illiblo. Mr. Diokty was very em- 
phatic in his Btatemont thab tho Imporial 
government had kopb to their part of tho 
bargain and thab tho mistake had been 
made by our ownoflioiala. Tho ii firenco 
from Mr. Dickey's apeeoh is that It the Im 
perial government require us to purchaso 
the remainder e f tho woaponB which hove 
been ordered, Canada will bo in honor bound 
to carry oub tho oontraot. Other militia 
matters of interest have pertained ohlelly to 
tho drill of the corps. Not only aro

prospects that the oity battalions will abo 
rocoivo their pay. Trio strong contingent 
of commanding officers who wuitod upon 
MesBrB. Fostor and Diokoy on Wednesday, 
evidently made a profound impression on 
the Finanoo Minister. Many of theso 
gontlemon havo been in the servico for 
years, and have spent time and money in 
fostering tho militury spirit. Tho govern- 
ment of Canada does not do half aa muoh for 
the militia as it should, and it was thero 
fore gratifying to the deputation to hoar 
Mr. Foater, who ia not much of a military 
man, confess that in hie judgmonb too muoh 
money ia being sponb on tho permanent 
corps to the detrlmont of the volunteers 
In view of this expression of opinion from 
the Finanoo Minister, it will nob bo ab all 
surprising if the permanent corps wero out 
down this year in the same manner as the 
mounted polioo have beeu. 

Mr. Frank Barnard, M.P., who arrived 
here a woek ago, Is making good progress 
with tho organization of the Lillooot, FraBer 
River and Cariboo Gold Mining Company, 
of whioh ho is president.
